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Abstract of JP2069946 

PURPOSE:To easily regulate the angle of a 
die collet sucking unit by providing a die collet 
elevator, a direction rotating unit for rotating it 
to the center of an axial center, and a land 
detector for detecting the arrival of the lower 
face of the collet on a substage. 
CONSTITUTIONS correcting member 23 is 
moved to a predetermined position on a 
substage 5, a mounting head 2 is moved onto 
the substage 5, and a shaft 25 is moved down. 
When a light emitted from a light emitting 
element 27 is then received by a photodetector 
38, the two sides of the suction unit 21 of a die 
collet 20 are completely brought into 
coincidence with the key-shaped inside 23a of 
the member 23 to be judged to be landed on 
the substage. When the light is not received by 
the photodetector 38, the unit 21 is judged to 
be landed on the member 23, a motor 36 is 
driven to rotate the unit 21 in a direction theta. 
When the two sides are brought into 
coincidence with the inside 23a of the member 
23, the unit 21 is landed on the substage, the 
light is received by the photodetector 38, and 
the motor 36 is stopped. 
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
